Through a series of maps that 
I it is not pos.sible to reproduce 
understandlngly because of their 
size, citizens of Sierra Madre will 
be informed of the proposed new 
zoning law by the city’s planning 
commission Tuesday evening at 
the city hall. 

Maps will Indicate a “master 
plan” drawn by the city plan¬ 
ners following a personal survey 
by commission members and later 
conferences with Los Angeles 
county’s highest zoning authority, 
Kenneth Sampson, chief zoning 
engineer of the regional com¬ 
mission. 

The “master plan” as proposed 
is not final. 'The city planners 
hope they will be able to .submit 
to the council an ordinance that 
will be very generally acceptable. 
Any objectionable features will 
undoubtedly be pointed out at 
Tuesday’s hearing, but the plan¬ 
ning commission has caused it to 
be understood that the general 
Instead of the personal welfare 
will be considered in its recom¬ 
mendations. The council has as¬ 
sured the planners of its accept¬ 
ance of this Idea. 

As it will be presented Tues¬ 
day evening the “master plan” 
would curtail the West Sierra 
Madre, Baldwin avenue and Mt. 
Trail area now zoned only for 
business, on the ground that pres¬ 
ent regulations have prevented 
home building where construction 
of business buildings was not 
warranted. 

Tentative plan agreed upon dies 
not interfere with any existing 
business established in any local¬ 
ity prior to adoption of an or¬ 
dinance by the city council, but 
does prevent its enlargement or 
the widening of its scope where 
new construction activities are 
contemplated. 

Kenneth Sampson, county re¬ 
gional planning commission ex¬ 
pert whose services were loaned 
the Sierra Madre planning com¬ 
mission for preparation of its 
recommendation, has written a 
special article for THE NEWS 
on the reason and effect for city 
planning which appears in the 
adjoining column.

■ Ward Co. and oranges, lemons, 
walnuts and other agricultural 
proilucts are exported. 

The Kentia Palm Nursery, 
largest palm nursery in the 
world, brings seed from Aus¬ 
tralia. grows it into seedlings 
here, and in turn sends them out 
into the world, said Mr. Kinnear. 
E>en canary birds are exported 
from Sierra Madre by their breed¬ 
er ,an authority, a ‘shipment go¬ 
ing to Mexico, just recently. 

Mr, Hugg pointed out that “He, 
who wears rubber heels, drinks 
cocoa, tea or coffee, wears a 
diamond ring, or drops a nickel 
in the phone, contributes to for¬ 
eign tr.ide.” 

“Buy American” campaigns are 
dangerous, in his opinion, if pur¬ 
sued to conclusion without an 
understanding of their ramifica¬ 
tion. as the prosperity and 
growth of this country arc irre¬ 
vocably chained to international 
commerce.

Health And Safety Held 
Real Purpo.se Of Well 
De-signed Plan

Zoning is the planned rogula- 
1 tion of land uses to insure the 
I orderly development of the city. 
It is advantageous to the city in 
' many material ways, substituting 
I method for chance, .symmetry for 
confusion, progress for patchwork 
and order for chaos. It tends to 
stabilize property values by pre- 
.serving the character of estab¬ 
lished areas creating the best use 
for undeveloped areas. In its es¬ 
sence zoning is a protective mea¬ 
sure. 

These material benefits are 
only one phase of the values re¬ 
ceived from zoning. Equally im¬ 
portant are the protection of pub¬ 
lic health, safety and general 
welfare, features sometimes un¬ 
derstressed as arguments for 
zoning. Included are open spaces 
to facilitate fire protection, pro¬ 
visions for light and air, pre¬ 
vention of slum conditions and re¬ 
lief from congestion or over¬ 
crowding. 

A land u.se plan not only clas¬ 
sifies and segregates the uses, but 
! provides for setback of building, 
'adequate yard area, height limits 
and character of structures and 
I restricts unsightly advertising. 

I It must be understood, how- 
I ever, that zoning is no panacea. 
Racial restrictions, architectural 
! control and price restriction are 
I functions of the property owner, 

I and must be provided for by deed 
I restrictions or private covenants, 
i Deed restrictions more stringent 
I or not covered by the zoning or¬ 
dinance will continue to apply. 

] Otherwise, provisions of the zon- 
! ing ordinance will be effective. 

I Zoning permits existing uses to 
' operate even though it may not 
I conform to the planned use of 
property, but controls expinsion 
' or alteration of such non-con¬ 
forming uses to protect other 
r properties in the neighborhood. 

; Since zoning will stand or fall 
, as a result of the care used in its 
preparation, and the fairness of 
; its interpretation, the State Plan- 
. ning Act outlines the procedure, 

, and the civic authorities must se- 
' lect the best creative and ad¬ 
ministrative personnel available. 
These people serve as planning 
I comnii.s.sioners, and are advisory 
only to the city council. Although 
the adoption of a zoning or¬ 
dinance is a power delegated to 
the city council, individuals may 
have a voice in determining the 
development most beneMcial to 
them by stating their views at 
the public hearings held. 

The Master Pl.in required by 
the State Planning Act is there¬ 
fore the result of careful study 
I by engineers, who submit a pre- 
jliminary study of the existing 
I use.s, probable trends and most 
I beneficial dev’elopmenL 
I The planning commission of the 
city under the jurisdiction of the 
city council and therefore con¬ 
versant with public desires and 
I welfare, makes recommendations 
toward this end. 

Public discussions at legally es- 
t.iblished intervals further ameli¬ 
orate the plan to a point where 
it embodies the best engineering, 
public health protection, econom¬ 
ics. and public satisfaction. The 
ordinance as a further safeguard 
of public interest is made suf¬ 
ficiently flexible to provide for 
any contingency which may arise. 

Approval of the Master Plan 
by the city council is the final 
stage in the creation of a zoned 
, city. Administration under the 
! provision of the ordinance then 
i becomes the primary function of 
the planning eomuiissiou and the 
city council. 

The Zoning Ordinance provides 
; a means by which individual 
I property rights subjected to regu- 
1 lations tliat may create hardship 
' may be excepted from the pro- 
I visions of the ordinance. These 
I exceptions, after careful study 
■ has determined their advisability, 
may be granted in the manner 
outlined in the ordinance. 

I Resentment or arguments 
' against zoning are usually the 
result of misunderstanding on 
the part of the dissenters. Zon¬ 
ing law, as docs every other law, 
places the interests of the com- 
I munity par.imount to those of 
I the individual, although fortun¬ 
ately. few instances occur In 
matters relating to zoning where 
conflicting interests cannot be 
reconciled. Zoning to be legal 
! must be reasonable.

J UNE. And a good thing now, 
not to look back to, but to 
evoke — call forth — some 
everlasting—some timeless—June. 
Not merely a month. Or a mem¬ 
ory. But a part of ourselves. 
First recognized when we also 
looked out on an infant world 
and saw that it was good. Grass 
smelled sweet. Birds sang. The 
sky was blue. The sun was 
warm. These things were as if 
we’d made tnem—conceived them, 
shaped them after our own image, 
brought them forth. It was as 
if wed said: "Let there be roses” 
—and roses there were. Let there 
be moonlight. Let there be love. 

W E once had a great teacher. 
We have him still, of 
course: although his ad¬ 
dress is now Serinagur—on the 
Jhelum—or must we call it the 
ahalamar? —in Kashmir. We al¬ 
ways did say, you may remem¬ 
ber, that our own blessed moun¬ 
tains, here in Sierra Madre, were 
as tavorable to a meeting with 
the Teachers as might be any 
range of the Himalayas. But as to 
this particular teacher, his teach¬ 
ing ; How, in each of us, there 
is the Changeless One, the Watch¬ 
er, the Contemplative Eternal. 
Well, not to go too far along 
this line, what we’d like to say 
is that through all the seasons, 
all the months, there’s likewise 
one that is Changeless. Which, 
though it have no name—not in 
our vocabularly, we might call, 
JUNE. 

L ike that "Summerland” of 
the early Spiritualists— of 
the sort we associate with our 
Grandfather Winder. Who was a 
Spiritualist. Albeit we’ve learned 
that the Summerland of his 
teaching has a tradition old as 
the Moon, at least. But to our 
young mind a sort of picnic 
grounds where nice people met on 
a Summer’s day. Gentlemen with 
gray beards and plug hats; ladies 
with bonnets and bustles. But 
where children also—if they were 
good—might stroll around on the 
lush green grass under the trees; 
and have a go at the cake and 
lemonade—under proper restraint. 

N ot so wrong, perhaps. Nor 
that old Plantation concept 
of Heaven as told us by 
Roark Bradford in Green Pas¬ 
tures. "Gangway fo’ de Lawd!” 
De Lawd showin’ up for a fish- 
fry. In Heaven. Psychic, the Ne¬ 
groes. Intuitional. Seeing things 
—and knowing things—that edu¬ 
cated Whites—and Blacks—have 
too often cast aside. As down on 
the plantations still you may see 
them—the old-timers, or the un- 
.spoiled children; some early eve¬ 
ning, with a faint sickle of a new 
moon coasting down into the 
west after the sun. You’ll see 
them clasp their hands. You’ll 
hear them say: “God bless the 
new moon.” And we used to talk 
about this—and similar things— 
with our old friend Jerry White 
(born a slave)—down in Florida. 
Jerry would have laughed to 
hear us say such a thing; but 
Jerry also—was a teacher. 

"ITI^TH a timelessness about 
YY him. To make us think of 
' ' the Egyptian Sphynx. To 
be with him was to feel that Ol’ 
Man Jonah was someone who still 
lived on just up there in Jack¬ 
sonville: that there were still 
folks right down there at May- 
port who’d seen that whale. The 
sun— and the moon too— these 
stood still for Jerry. The change¬ 
less part of him emerged. And 
as if stood over him—over both 
of us—while the slave part of 
him ticked off the time with a 
hoe. And Heaven—as it emerged 
from Jerry’s Over-Soul—was the 
.sort of place that all good folks 
craved and where they’d feel at 
home. We used to think of Jerry 
often when our Kashmiri friend 
was with us. So alike was their 
teaching. 

T hus, fitting that Whitsuntide 
should fall in June. Whit 
Sunday, meaning "White 
Sunday,” according to some — 
from the albati, the white-robed 
of the primitive church — the 
newly baptised or first-communi¬ 
cants. Or, according to others, 
from “Wit-Sunday," Old English

Our Oivn Choice 


What was Washington’s opinion 
of the government created by our 
Constitution? 

“This government,” he said in his 
farewell address, “the offspring of 
our own choice, uninfluenced and 
unawed, adopted upon full investi¬ 
gation and mature deliberation, 
completely free in its principles, in 
the distribution of its powers, unit¬ 
ing security with energy, and con¬ 
taining within Itself a provision for 
its own amendment, has a Just claim 
to your confidence and your support 
“Respect for its authority, com¬ 
pliance with its laws, acquiescence 
in its measures, are duties enjoined 
by the fundamental maxims of true 
liberty.
